hospita) staff, to sacrifice the child, 
when a simple operation would as- 
sure its life. The infant, if it lived, 
would grow to be a mental and per- 
haps moral defective. In tho opinion 
of the surgeon. He, therefore, with 
ihe consent of the child's parents, de- 
clined to 
perform 
the 
operation. 
Death is expected to take the infant 
within forty-eight hours. 


Mother Gives Consent. 
"It Is not heartless of me," Mrs. 
Bellinger said today. 
"I 
love the

all Its life—probably an imbecile and 
possible criminal.

Mother Gives Consent. 
It is not heartless of me," Mrs. 
Bellinger said today. 
"I 
love the 
?oor, little deformed one, as I love my 
three other healthy children. But the 
doctor told me it would be a cripple 
all its life—probably an imbecile and 
possible criminal.

aeart I gave my consent to its death. 
Left to Itself, it has no chance to live.

All of these are very wealthy states 
and in some of them at least there has 
been much 
talk by 
reformers a.nd 
statesmen about efficiency in govern- 
ment and duty of sharing with the 
people in the benfits of wis and eco- 
nomical administration. There is no 
other matter that 
more nearly con- 
cerns the people, all the people, the 
man with the ox cart creeping to. mar- 
ket and his more fortunate neighbor 
possessed of a high-powered motor car 
or prairie schooner alike, than the im- 
provement of 
the 
public highways 
over which all muat travel; yet: the 


official1 figures show that the up- 
building of public highways has re- 
ceived, generally speaking again, scant 
attention. 
If the 
railroad 
systems 
were guilty of such neglect in the im- 
provement and maintenance of their 
lines not only would the business of 


trusted to them. la other states the 
control of the roads is placed in the 
hands of county boards of supervisors. 
In etui other states the same import- 
ant service is committed 
to county 
courts. Another group of states have 
both county and township systems of 
road management. In Missouri, where 
this system obtains, the county court 
composed of three members none of 
wl?om. Presumably, possesses the least 
scientific or practical knowledge in 
road building, has full charge of road 
affairs, divides the county into road 
districts, appoints a highway engineer 
and overseers. This plan obtains in 
only ninety-two counties In the state- 
in the remaining twenty counties the 
roads are controlled by township com- 
missioners, so that in this state as in 
others there is no uniformity of con- 
trol and the records show little effi- 
ciency of service. In Alabama, the 
county probate judge, who is supposed 
to look especially after the estates of 
deceased persons, is one of the board 
of road commissioners. In Iowa, coun- 
ty road work is under the' direction of 
county boards and township road work 
is under the control of township trus- 
tees. 
And so it goes all over the 


township and township against countv 
and the states looking on without the 
courage to deal with the road question 
as a purely business question divorced 
from local influences and political con- 
siderations. 
One of the purposes of 
the American Highway Association is 
to make possible efficient road admin- 
istration in the states and their sub- 
divisions by the introduction of skilled 
supervision and the elimination of poli- 
tics from the management of the pub- 
lic roads. Surely this is an end which 
all men will agree to be most desir- 
able.

To keep roads In good condition 
through the winter,.the flrst essential 
Is to gee that dralnage: is good. All 
ditches must be opened, accumula- 
tions of weeds and grass removed, 
and the surface gone over to smooth 
out possible water holes. This work 
should be done early in the fall while 
the ground is still dry and hard. 
After fall rains begin an earth or 
gravel road should be dragged fre- 
quently to prevent ruts, and on ma- 
cadam surfaces all gravelly places 
should be filled.
